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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 and 5-19 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
Claim 1 is allowable since there is no prior art of record that teaches an electro- 
optical device substrate comprising: 

• at least one of the plurality of wirings has a portion whose width gradually 
increases from a first side of the base to a second side of the base opposing the 
first side. 

• each of the plurality of wirings has a bent portion, and wherein the line width of 
the bent portion is greater than that of a portion other than the bent portion . 

Claim 17 is allowable since there is no prior art of record that teaches an electro- 
optical device comprising: 

• each of the wirings including straight portions extending in a direction following a 
first edge of the substrate and a bend portions extending in a direction that 
intersects the first edge; 

• the bend portion having a width that is greater than the straight portion and that 
increasing proximity to one of the first edge. 

Claims 2-3, 5-16 and 18-19 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claims 
1 and 17, respectively.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Hinata et al. (US6888606B2) disclose an electro-optic device comprising each of 
wirings several straight portions continuous with each other. 

Nishino (US 6917408 B2) discloses a display panel comprising the electrode 
wiring portions constituting the electrode wiring have a width of 300 .mu.m or less, the 
width is better further narrowed since the stress in the film increases with an increase in 
the thickness of the film. 

Sekiguchi (US 6327443 B1) discloses a liquid crystal display device comprising 
the initial signal electrode and the final signal electrode are the same in wiring width 
thereof.
